The year 2013 was an eventful one in 
Adair County. A new school was opened, 
two old schools were closed down, and 
several well-known local residents 
passed on. Filing began late in the year 
for 2014 elections, and several hotly 
contested races have already developed. 
The biggest story this year though 
continued to be the rocky financial 
situation at Westlake Regional Hospital. 


This year saw the hospital board file 
for bankruptcy, the court-ordered 
implementation of a hospital tax, the 
resignation of former CEO David 
Rasmussen, and the appointment of a 
board member to the CEO position. 

The county was spared from any 
natural disasters or deadly storms or 
tornadoes, and farmers enjoyed enough 
rainfall for successful crop yields, 
particularly grain crops, though prices 
suffered from the surplus. 


The following is a month-by-month 
recap of the most noteworthy events in 
Adair County for 2013, as reported by 
The Adair Progress: 

January 

•An attempted drunk driving arrest led 
to Columbia Police Ofc. Josh Brockman 
being struck by a vehicle and later taken 
by ambulance to Westlake Regional 
Hospital for treatment of his injuries. 

Donald Bearden hit Brockman once at 
a speed of around 20 miles per hour and 
attempted to crash into Brockman again, 
but the officer opened fire and was able 
to escape further injury. 

“I would say Josh’s gunfire is what 
saved him from being hit again - he’s 
lucky to be here,” Columbia Police Chief 
Jason Cross said of the incident. 

•Wellie Paul Grant was ruled 
incompetent to stand trial for the 2006 
murder of Rex Coffey. Grant was 
released from custody after Special 
Judge James Bowling handed down an 
order saying that Grant was incompetent 
and would never regain competency. 

•A Jamestown woman died after she 
ran her car through a red light at the 
intersection of Veterans Memorial 
Bypass and state highway 61. 

Glenda Downey, 44, shot through the

I got hooked 
on the superfluous weekend festivities a few years ago, 
being so excited to hear Sammy Kershaw in my 
hometown that I stopped watching a fairly close UK/ 
Auburn football game about halfway through to migrate 
down to the square so I could hear the entire show. It 
was great, and it was even better the next year when Joe 
Diffie came to town. 

I’ve worked the last two events, and although 
Blackhawk and Collin Raye don’t hold the place in my 
heart that 01’Sammy and Joe do, I still greatly enjoyed 
the show enough that I’m already looking forward to the 
2014 edition. I have no idea what semi-washed-up 
country star of the 90’s will perform, but I’m keeping 
my fingers crossed for Tracy Lawrence. 

Another thing that I hope never changes in this area, a 
thing that some state lawmakers are trying to take away 
from us, are constables. I hear a lot of grumbling in the 
community that the constable position is useless and 
dated, but that’s just not true. I personally looked up the 
duties of Kentucky constables online, and I can share 
with you some of the many tasks they perform for this 
community at only a meager pay. For instance, if you 
have a distempered horse or mule, a constable will kill 
and bury it for just $3.

Rev. William 
Burbridge 



Reverend William Burbridge, Baptist minister, died in 
1837 at his home near Zion Church in Adair County, 
where he had ministered for some years. His wife, 
Susannah, was a daughter of pioneer settler William 
Hurt and his first wife, Sarah White Field Hurt. 
Susannah preceded Brother William to the grave a short 
year earlier. The Burbridges left no children, but are 
known to have reared several orphaned kinsmen. 
Having no children, their estate was left to a large group 
of relations. Rev. Burbridge left a will, but in time a 
civil court case was filed in the Adair Circuit Court 
contesting the will. 

This document and the lengthy depositions and 
attached papers shed much light on the families of 
Burbridge, Hurt, White, Field, and others. Filed in 1844, 
the case dragged on until 1857 when both subscribing 
parties agreed to a settlement. Of course by then, two 
decades after Rev. Burbridge’s death, several of those 
interested had also traveled into the great beyond. 

William was one of nine Burbridge children. The 
others were: Elijah; Jeremiah, married Katherine “Caty” 
Vaughn; Nancy, married William Lucas; Elizabeth, 


married Thomas Stapp; Mildred “Milly”, married Mr. 
Creel; Molly, married Benjamin Bowmar, first sheriff of 
Adair County; Sally, married a Stapp; and Frances, 
married Samuel Simpson. 

Jeremiah Burbridge, who married in Adair County in 
1816 to Katherine Vaughn, died by September 1845 and 
left children: William, married Mary Loy in 1840; Mary 
Ann, bom 1822, died 1891, married Jeremiah Loy; 
Jeremiah, Jr., bom about 1832, died 1905, married Sarah 
Jane Dillingham; Robert, bom 1834, died 1884; and 
Levi, died by March 1850, married Martha Ann Rice. 

Samuel Simpson married Frances Burbridge, and had 
at least eight children: Polly, married John Williams in 
1808; Milly, married Joseph Bishop in 1815; William; 
Wiatt; Thomas; Louisa, married Lincefield Grady in 
1827; and Susannah, married first Mr. Graham, and 
second Dr. James B. White. 

James B. and Susannah Graham White were the 
individuals who brought the original suit. After 
settlement, Dr. and Mrs. White and their children moved 
to Danville, Boyle County, where they lived out their 
lives and are buried there. 

This may be a bit more genealogy that some readers 
like, but at times we need to remember some of those 
who made our life in Adair County what it is. We must 
remember where we came from to see where we are 
headed, even a century or two after they lived, breathed, 
languished and died. 

The Burbridges mentioned above were the ancestors 
of all those of the name in this region. They were 
closely related to others of the name in Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, and the Bluegrass of Kentucky. 

May the New year, 2014, bring happiness, health and 
prosperity to all. MW

Ames Automobile 


It’s not difficult to get Frank Anderson talking about the 
manufacturing that goes on in his old 1898 building in 
Owensboro located at 1517 E. 18th Street. As president of 
Sun Windows he’ll proudly point to the inside-and-out 
restorations that have been completed, and smile broadly in 
explaining the modem technology that goes into making 
thousands of windows shipped nationwide from his nearly 
200,000 square foot plant. 

But Anderson gets equally excited as he begins to weave 
the story of the Ames automobile and its connection to his 
building and Owensboro. 

“This building was built by Frederic A. Ames to build 
buggies,” Anderson explained. “He already had a place 
downtown at Third and Elizabeth, but wanted to expand to 
the edge of town.” 

Known as the “seven hills” area of town the initial 
structure was a mere 20,000 square feet. However, the 
“modem” two story brick building was needed to keep up 
with all of the buggy orders coming in from Maine to 
Mexico. 

In a short time the company was annually producing over 
5,000 buggies, making it the second largest such company in 
the United States. 

The Owensboro area, including Henderson and Evansville, 
Indiana, was a hot bed for buggy and wagon manufacturing, 
producing over half of the buggies built in the country. At one 
time there were six buggy makers, one wagon company and a 
wheel company in Owensboro alone. 

“With all of this activity,” says Anderson, “You wonder 
why this area didn’t become sort of a Detroit.” 

But it was what was going on in Detroit by a man named 
Henry Ford that caused Ames to rethink his expanding 
business. 

In 1909 Ames began converting his plant from buggies to 
automobiles. Space was added for the new venture, as the 
entire buggy and wagon work was continued at the 
downtown location. 

It was reported that the first Ames automobile made its 
appearance in town on October 13, 1909, and to prove its 
versatility drove up the front steps of the old YMCA at Third 
and Allen Street before making a run through town. 

The company built two models, the Ames 30 and the Ames 
Roadster, and sold it for $1,500. The engine was built by 
Guenther-Wright Machine Company. 

Records are unclear of how many of the Ames cars were 
actually built. Some say 400, another says as many as 3,000. 
But one thing for sure is that they are rare, and it is unclear if 
any of the actual cars remain today. 

What does remain, however, is the aftermath of what the 
F.A. Ames Company made when it ceased building cars. 

“Henry Ford got his assembly line going and it led to the 
demise of the little guys,” Anderson pointed out. 

Ames then turned to producing an “aftermarket” product. 


“With Ford and the Motel T you had your choice of 
colors,” laughed Anderson. “Black or black.” So Ames 
decided to spice those cars up by making a body that would 
give the car a flashy look.” 

In 1915 the new name of the company became the Ames 
Body Company. The wooden framed bodies were constructed 
to fit on both cars and trucks and soon the Ford Motor 
Company was one of its largest customers. 

Plant additions had continued over the years, and orders for 
the well-made conversion came in from all over. Franchised 
dealerships for the bodies were promoted and sold by Ford 
dealerships. 

Unfortunately the Ames Body Company came to a tragic 
ending when on Christmas Eve of 1925, Frederica Ames took 
his own life. The following year the plant produced its last 
car and truck bodies. 

One of these Ames/Fords can be seen in the showroom of 
Sun Windows. The Anderson family has put together a small 
museum that pays homage to Owensboro’s one and only car 
builder. A 1917 Ford with a classic truck body sits 
prominently positioned when visitors walk through the front 
door. Numerous framed newspaper stories and 
advertisements hang on the wall. 

Frederic A. Ames surely left another mark on the city of 
Owensboro. When you take his first name and combine it 
with his middle initial you have Frederica. Today Frederica 
Street serves as one of the city’s major traffic arteries.

The juvenile, Dawson Fisher, 
was in the vicinity, possibly 
even inside the van, and was 
immediately engulfed in flames. 
Ford and Karnes both sustained 
burn injuries in their attempts to 
put the fire out. 

“When I got down there the 
little boy was already out in the 
yard,” explained Columbia 
Police Ofc. Drew Conn, one of 
the investigators of the incident. 
“I thought they said he was in 
the van, but we’ve heard 
different stories. They were all 


saying different stuff and 
everyone was running around 
screaming so I never could get a 
definite answer.” 

The Columbia-Adair Fire 
Dept, responded, as did Adair 
County EMS, Adair Search and 
Rescue, and the Columbia 
Police Dept. 

Sixteen firefighters were on 
the scene for almost three hours 
extinguishing the blaze, and 
Ford, Karnes, and the grandson 
were rushed by Adair EMS to 
Westlake Regional Hospital. Air 


Evac was called to the hospital, 
but since flights were grounded 
due to weather, Adair EMS then 
transported the three to the 
University of Kentucky Burn 
Center. The juvenile was later 
transferred to Cincinnati where 
his condition continues to be 
monitored. 

Adair County Primary Center 
principal Patty Jones has 
organized a fundraising effort to 
help Fisher’s family, and anyone 
wishing to donate can drop off 
cash or gift cards at ACPC 


Thursday and Friday. All checks 
should be made out to the ACPC 
Social Fund, and Jones said that 
all money received would be 
given to the family in the form 
of food and gas cards to help 
ease the burden of 
transportation. 

“It started out just at our 
school,” Jones explained 
Monday. “[Superintendent Alan] 
Reed forwarded it to all the 
schools, so I guess we’re doing 
it county-wide now.”

Adair County Coroner Todd 
Akin pronounced Downey dead 
at the scene, and both Gibson 
and Harvey were transported to 
Westlake Regional Hospital for 
treatment of non-life-threatening 
injuries. 

•Abigail Walker was crowned 
2013’s Adair County High 
School Basketball Homecoming 
Queen between the boys’ and 
girls’ home games against 
Nelson County. Walker is the 
daughter of Billy and Amy 
Walker, and she was escorted by 
Elliot Burton. 

•The Adair County School 
Board announced broad changes 
to curriculum and teaching 
methods as part of the Race to 
the Top Grant Program. The 
changes focus on mastery of a 
subject instead of letter or 
number grades, and allow 
students to learn at their own 
pace. 

These changes, and the Race 
to the Top Program in general, 
were yearlong points of 
emphasis for the Adair County 
School District in 2013, and 
continue to dictate teaching and 
assessment methods into 2014 
and beyond. 

February 

•The Columbia City Council 
announced that due to budget 
constraints and structural 
problems with the city pool, it 
would not open in 2013. 

“We’re looking at an 
indeterminable amount of work 
that needs to be done at an 
indeterminable cost,” councilor 
June Parson said at the meeting. 
The pool had been losing money 
for years, and with the city’s 
tight budget, it was determined 
that it would be too costly to 
open the pool. 


•In one of the more 
heartwarming stories of 2013, 
the community came together - 
led by volunteers from Cane 
Valley Christian Church - to 
build Mary McGuffin, a single 
mother of seven, a new home. 
McGuffin’s previous home had 
burnt nine months earlier, and 
the new structure came about as 
donations poured in from all 
over the county, state, and 
country. 

“We’ve got a place to live 
now, and it feels great, like a 
load just lifted off my 

shoulders,” McGuffin said. “I’m 
very blessed to have so many 
people that cared for my family. 

•Longtime Columbia 

businessman Dan Waggener 
passed away after several years 
of deteriorating health. 

Waggener - the father of County 
Judge-Executive Ann Melton - 
founded Columbia Tire in 1955. 

“He loved his shop,” Melton 
said of her father. “He always 
said he wanted to be buried on 
the hill in the Columbia 

Cemetery so he could look over 
his shop - he should be happy 
now.” 

•The Westlake Regional 

Hospital Auxiliary Board 
presented the hospital with a 


$32,000 check to fund a new 
telemetry unit. The unit provides 
staff with the ability to remotely 
monitor vital signs of patients, 
including heart rate, blood- 
oxygen levels, and a host of 
other important information. 

Thanks to the donation from 
the Auxiliary Board, the full cost 
of the unit, including 
installation, was paid off 
immediately. 

•Adair County High School 
became the first school in the 
state to put its entire senior class 
through a two-day work¬ 
readiness training program when 
Fast Forward to Work 
instructors came into the school 
and educated students about 
success in the workplace. 

“This program kind of 
exposes kids to employer 
expectations,” training facilitator 
Michael Hall said. “We usually 
do employers, but Adair County 
was gracious enough to let us do 
this here.” 

•Westlake Regional Hospital 
selected a new insurance 
company for the hospital. The 
board decided on a plan with a 
premium of just less than 
$244,000 and a deductible of 
$25,000 per claim. The new 
carrier - Nautilus - offered a 
quote that was almost $70,000 
less than the hospital’s previous 
provider, Evanston. 

•The Adair County School 
Board learned at their monthly 
meeting that a measure to 
eliminate excess phone lines at 
the schools would save the 
district an estimated $17,000 per 
year. In just a few months, the 
district went from having 67 
business lines in the school 
system to 38. 

March 

•Heather Vanarsdale made her 
return to Columbia for the first 
time since her horrific car 
accident in October of 2012. 
Heather’s chances of survival 


were slim, but she surpassed 
every expectation of her doctors 
en route to a miraculous 
recovery. 

More than 50 friends and 
family members gathered along 
Campbellsville Street to 
welcome Heather home, braving 
the rainy weather and waving 
and holding signs of 
encouragement. The occasion 
was deemed “Miracle Day” in 
Columbia and Adair County per 
a proclamation signed that 
morning by County Judge- 
Executive Ann Melton and 
Columbia Mayor Mark Harris. 

“I think she was a little 
overwhelmed and excited,” 
Heather’s mother, Beth, said of 
the homecoming. “She didn’t 
know what to make of it all.” 

•The local fire departments 
had one of their busiest weeks in 
memory, as they battled six large 
fires in a five-day span. 
Fortunately, no one was hurt in 
the ordeals, but thousands of 
dollars worth of damage was 
sustained. The most serious of 
the blazes completely destroyed 
a home owned by Earl Bennett 
but occupied by Rose Furman 
on C. Kerr Road. A mobile 
home owned by Randy Murray 
was also a total loss. 


“There’s really no reason for 
[so many fires],” Columbia Fire 
Chief Mike Glasgow said. “It 
just happens like that 
sometimes.” 

The very next week, two 
more mobile homes were 
destroyed by fire. 

“We don’t know why we’ve 
had so many, but there’s been a 
bunch,” Adair County Fire Chief 
Terry Flatt said. “It seems to 
come in spurts.” 

•The Adair County Fiscal 
Court granted County Judge- 
Executive Ann Melton approval 
to sign contracts allowing Green 
River Animal Shelter to take in 
animals from Green, Taylor, and 
Casey Counties. 

Based on statistics from 2012, 
the new contract would bring in 
more than $55,000 for the 
county, with most of that 
coming from the Taylor County 
contract. 

•At the request of the 
Westlake Regional Hospital 
Board of Trustees, CEO David 
Rasmussen resigned from his 
position. The Hospital Board 
assumed control of 
administrative duties, and board 
vice-chairman Neal Gold was 
appointed to serve as “the voice 
of the board.” 

“He’s not the new CEO,” 
board chairman Craig Pyles 
explained. “He’s just someone to 
communicate with the public.” 


•The Adair County High 
School Academic Team 

qualified for Internationals after 
a stellar performance at the 
Governor’s Cup State 

Championships, the seventh 

straight year Adair County has 
qualified for the global 

competition. The team had five 
of the top placements at State, 
and captured a Top-10 overall 
finish among all the finalist 
schools. 

•The Adair County School 
Board voted to implement early- 
release Fridays for students in 
the school system, starting in the 
2013-14 school year. The move 
intended to give teachers more 
time to prepare and work in 
collaboration with each other to 
properly assess students’ growth 
and academic development. 

April 

•At the monthly City Council 
meeting, Columbia Police Chief 
Jason Cross presented the latest 
FBI crime statistics. 

Cross revealed that Adair 
County’s total drug arrests 
surpassed those of Rusell and 
Taylor County combined, at 258 
charges. Cross expressed that he 
doesn’t believe the high 
numbers reflect a stronger drug 
trade in this area, but rather an 
increased effort against drugs 
from the Columbia Police. 

“Our top priority is drugs and 
narcotics offenses,” Cross said. 
“That’s what our focus will be 
as long as I’m here.” 

•Three juveniles were arrested 
in connection to a slew of break- 
ins and thefts between March 19 
and March 29. 

The trio is allegedly 
responsible for burglaries at Day 
& Day Feed Mill, Sign America, 
Hilltop Auto, Rex’s Cycle Shop, 
and Columbia Masonic Lodge 
96. During the course of the 
investigation, officers also 
obtained evidence that the three 
were involved in stealing two 
Adair County Road Dept, trucks 
and a break-in at the Dept, of 
Transportation’s state garage. 

•The Columbia-Adair County 
Economic Development 

Authority dispelled rumors 
swirling around a prospective 
new business at the Green River 
Commerce Park. 

“There’s not a chicken plant 
coming to Adair County, not 
through this board,” board 
chairman Jim Hadley said. 

The public had been up in 
arms about what kind of 
business the board was 


recruiting, and chicken-plant 
rumors were widespread. In the 
end, it wasn’t a chicken plant, 
and it didn’t come to Adair 
County. 

•The University of Louisville 
captured their third National 
Championship, providing fans in 
Adair County a chance to gloat 
at locals with allegiances to the 
state’s other top-tier program, 
flipping the script after the 
University of Kentucky won it 
all in 2012 but missed the 
tournament in 2013. 

•The Discovery Channel 
show following local oilmen, 
Backyard Oil , debuted to much 
local fanfare. The reality-show 
comedy followed Travis 
Coomer, Jimmy Reliford, Brent 
Yates, and other Adair 
Countians as they provided a 
humorous look into the lucrative 
business of oil well drilling. 

The show was a surprise hit 
for Discovery, and a second 
season has yet to be ruled out, 
even with the death of star of 
Jimmy Reliford. 

•A one-vehicle accident on 
state highway 206 took the life 
of a 49-year-old Columbia 
woman. 

Stacy Carter lost control of 
her car, left the roadway, struck 
a utility pole, and ran through a 
fence about seven miles east of 
Columbia before her 2003 
Nissan finally came to a rest. 


She was not wearing a seatbelt, 
and was pronounced dead a 
short time later at Westlake 
Regional Hospital. 

•Several Adair County 
teachers observed new 
instructional methods at 
“Leadership Day” at Glasgow’s 
South Green Elementary. The 
half-day program served as an 
opportunity for instructors to 
observe firsthand the “Leader in 
Me” initiative, which is 
beginning to be phased into 
Adair County schools. 

•”Fly me to the Moon” -a 
fundraiser for the Hillary Hadley 
Memorial Scholarship 
surpassed expectations by 
raising more than $10,000. 

The money will be given to 
select Adair County High 
School graduates that attend 
Eastern Kentucky University. 

•After years of repair, the 
work at Wolf Creek Dam was 
finally completed, providing 
stability to Lake Cumberland. 

“This is vital to the safety of 
our citizens and the economy of 
our commonwealth,” Kentucky 
Tourism Secretary Marchetta 
Sparrow said. 

•Westlake Regional Hospital 
Board of Trustees announced a 
new partnership with Norton 
Healthcare. 

“We are now a Norton 
Hospital affiliate,” board vice- 
chairman Neal Gold said. “This 
doesn’t mean we’ve been 
bought by Norton or that we’re 
managed by Norton.” 

Norton - the state’s largest 
healthcare provider - figured to 
provide Westlake with resources 
and help keep the hospital’s 
healthcare as up-to-date as 
possible. 

May 

•Ryan McQueary’s Adair 
County High School baseball 
team reeled off 14 straight wins 
to crack the state’s top-25 
rankings. The 2013 edition of 
Tribe Baseball finished with a 
13-1 record in the Fifth Region 
and earned the number-one seed 
going into the District 
Tournament before they were 
eliminated by Campbellsville. 

•Local officials unveiled new 
road signs designating Adair 
County as “Work Ready-In 
Progress.” 

To earn the distinction, the 
county had to meet benchmarks 
in several areas, including: high 
school graduation rate. National 
Career Readiness Certificate 
holders, demonstrated 


community commitment, 
educational attainment, digital 
literacy, and soft skills 
development. 

“It’s our obligation to help 
students find their place in the 
world,” Adair County Schools 
Superintendent Alan Reed said 
at the unveiling. 

•Lindsey Wilson College 
awarded 177 graduate and 
undergraduate degrees at its 
Spring Commencement 

ceremony. Combined with the 
381 degrees handed out a few 
months earlier at Winter 
Commencement, the college 
produced the largest graduating 
class in its history at 558. 

The class included more than 
100 additional graduates than 
the previous year’s class, and 
400 more than it graduated a 
decade ago. 

•Rain moved the 2013 Relay 
for Life indoors, but the 
undersized crowd still managed 
to raise almost $50,000 for 
cancer research. 

•Seven talented Adair County 
students were selected to 
participate in the Governor’s 
Scholar and Rogers Scholar 
programs. 

Juniors Natalie Bertram, 
Leane Blackwelder, Kyle 
Castaneda, Madelyn Murrell, 
and Emily Peck were selected as 
Governor ’ s Scholars, while 
sophomores Riley Grant and 


Rikki Neat were chosen as 
Rogers Scholars. 

•Heather Jackson and Cody 
Giles headlined a 180-person 
graduating class at Adair County 
High School as valedictorian 
and salutatorian, respectively. 

“It’s something I’ve wanted 
for so long - it’s kind of 
overwhelming,” Jackson said of 
the achievement. “So many 
people have been supportive of 
me. 

•An attempted routine traffic 
stop in Columbia culminated in 
Franklin Thompson being 
apprehended and arrested on a 
host of charges. 

CPD Ofc. Johnny Dial spotted 
Thompson, 31, driving in a 
reckless manner on Jamestown 
St. and attempted to pull him 
over. According to police 
reports, Thompson took off and 
turned onto Carrie Bolin Drive. 
Thompson then abandoned his 
vehicle and Dial pursued him on 
foot, where he was apprehended 
in the hallway of an apartment 
complex. 

Thompson was charged with 
improper start, no operator’s 
license, fleeing and evading 
police - first degree (vehicle), 
fleeing and evading police - 
second degree (on foot), wanton 
endangerment, reckless driving, 
possession of a controlled 
substance - first degree, 
possession of a controlled 


substance - third degree, 
possession of marijuana, and 
possession of drug 
paraphernalia. 

June 

•The decomposed body of a 
Jamestown man was found 
inside a truck at Lindsey Wilson 


College. 

A Lindsey Wilson 
maintenance worker discovered 
the body of Jamison Stephens, 
24, in the back seat of a Dodge 
pickup truck at Grider 
Apartments. Stephens had not 
been seen in five days, but had 
not yet been reported missing. 

The truck’s dark, tinted 
windows made seeing inside the 
vehicle difficult, which could 
have been why it took so long to 
find the body. Students and staff 
had noticed a smell around the 
apartments for a couple of days, 
but had assumed it was a dead 
animal. 

•Local volunteer firemen 
collected almost $33,000 for the 
2013 WHAS Crusade for 
Children, pushing Adair 
County’s total donations since 
1963 over the $1 million mark. 

“We would like to thank 
everyone that contributed to this 
worthwhile cause,” program 
director Donald Hare said. 
“Without you, this would not be 
possible.” 

•Longtime Adair County 
EMS director Terry Akin, 58, 
was laid to rest at Haven Hill 
Cemetery following a memorial 
service at Stotts-Phelps- 
McQueary Funeral Home, 
complete with an Honor Guard 
standing guard over his casket. 

“We did that in honor of 
Terry’s 37 years he was with the 
EMS,” explained Adair EMS 
Asst. Director David Taylor. 

Akin’s career in the EMS 
spanned nearly four decades, 
and he served the last 13 years 
as director before he retired in 
August of 2012. 

•The Kentucky Supreme 
Court denied a request for 
discretionary review of an Adair 
Circuit Court ruling from 
November of 2012 that declared 
Commonwealth’s Attorney Gail 
Williams was in fact an actual 
resident of Adair County when 
he filed to run for the 29th 
Judicial District seat in August. 

“[The case] was a lot of 
unnecessary stress instigated by 
political rivals,” Williams said. 
“I never had any doubt I was 
going to win. I’ve lived here for 
13 years now - everyone knows 
me here.” 

•The fourth annual Bull Run 
Charity Music Festival was the 
biggest yet thanks to clear skies 
and some generous giving from 
the Adair County community. 

More than $8,000 was raised 
this year, with all proceeds 
going to the American Cancer 
Society and the WHAS Crusade 
for Children. 

“This was our most successful 
festival yet as far as turnout and 
exposure,” said Easton Bryant, 
one of the chief organizers of the 
event since its inception in 2010. 
“The weather helped out for 
sure. It was still hot but it didn’t 
rain.” 

•The Columbia City Council 
approved a new budget for the 
2013-14 fiscal year, but even 
after scrapping a proposed 40- 
cent on the hour raise for all city 
employees, the estimated 
revenue still fell short of the 
estimated expenditures by 
approx. $200,000. 

July 

•The Adair County Fiscal 
Court passed a $7.4 million 
budget for the new fiscal year, a 
total nearly identical to the 
previous years’ budget. 

“It’s as tight as it was last 
year,” Judge-Executive Ann 
Melton said. “Our biggest 
concern this year will be the 
jail.” 


•In spite of rain and seasonal 
thunderstorms, the Adair County 
Fair found its stride and finished

Indians Finish Fourth at TJ Samson Classic 


Indians 66 Hart County 46 

In the opening round of this weekend’s TJ Samson Classic, held 
at Metcalfe County High School, the Indians squared off with the 
Raiders of Hart County on Thursday night. Behind strong games 
from senior point guard Matt Fudge and freshman forward Chance 
Melton, the Indians cruised to a 20-point victory, 66-46. 

“You never know for sure how your players are going to respond 
when they play over the holiday break,” Head Coach Mark Fudge 
said following the win. “I thought overall we gave a pretty good 
effort.” 

The Indians took an early lead, and held to a comfortable margin 
throughout, leading at the end of each quarter before stretching the 
final margin to 20 points by switching to a man-to-man defense late 
in the contest. 

“I thought switching from our zone to man-to-man made a big 
difference late in the game,” Coach Fudge added. “And then 
offensively, I thought we showed good patience and found good 
shots.” 

The Indians’ good shots were led by Matt Fudge, who poured in 
26 points on 8-11 shooting, including four-of-six from three and a 
perfect six-for-six from the line. Chance Melton added 20 points of 
his own on 8-12 shooting, while pulling in 10 rebounds and dishing 
out six assists, both team highs. Ty Bennett added eight for the 
Tribe, Jake Hixson five, Zach Hutchison four, Marshall Shelley two 
and Jacob Pooler scored one point. 

Indians 49 Whitley County 52 

After Thursday’s opening round win against Hart County, the 
Indians moved on to face Whitley County. In what would be a 
much more closely-contested affair, the Indians succumed to a late 
Whitley County run, falling 52-49. 

“I felt like the turning point in the game was when Chance 
Melton picked up his third and fourth fouls,” Coach Mark Fudge 
said. “They went on a run, and when we put Chance back in, we 
just didn’t have the same momentum we had earlier in the game.” 

The two teams were evenly-matched from the start, finishing the 
first quarter tied at 11. The Indians would assert themselves on the 
glass, as Melton, along with senior guard Marshall Shelley, led the 
way in rebounding and allowed Adair to take a four point lead into 
the half, 25-21. 


The Indians would stretch the lead to six after three quarters, 
leading 37-31 entering the final frame, but with Melton’s two quick 
fouls in such a low scoring game, a 44-33 lead with six minutes to 
play quickly turned into a 49-45 nail biter with just over a minute 
left. From there, Whitley County rattled off seven straight points as 
Adair was unable to answer the run, losing 52-49. 

In the loss, the Indians were led in scoring by Chance Melton, 
who notched 12 points to go along with a team-high nine rebounds. 
Matt Fudge added 11 points, while Jacob Pooler scored nine, 
Marshall Shelley had seven to match his rebounding total, Ty 
Bennett five and Zach Hutchison three. Senior Jake Hixson added 
two points off the bench for Adair, but the 49 points were not 
enough for the Indians. 

Indians 45 Barren County 65 

Looking to rebound from the previous night’s heartbreaking loss, 
the Indians matched up with Barren County on Saturday night. In 
their third game in as many days, the Indians simply looked flat 
against the Trojans, falling behind early and never finding the spark 
required to make a game of it. 

“We came out flat and seemingly unprepared to play,” Coach 
Fudge said of his team’s slow start against Barren County. “They 
got off to a great start, and we never could get anything going.” 

The Indians trailed just 5-4 in the early going, but a physical 
Barren County squad controlled the backboards and forced Adair 
into a multitude of turnovers, jump-starting a 16-2 run that 
effectively ended the contest. 

The Trojans led 40-23 at halftime, and while Adair was able to 
trim the lead by a point heading into the fourth, the 48-32 margin 
grew to the 20-point mark for the final horn. The 65-45 loss 
dropped the Indians to 5-5 on the year, and netted them a fourth 
place finish in the TJ Samson Classic. 

“They’re a very physical and solid team,” Coach Fudge added of 
Barren County. “I thought we played hard in the second half despite 
the margin, but we dug ourselves too big of a hole.” 

Chance Melton led the Tribe in defeat, topping the scoring and 
rebounding column with his 10 points and 11 boards. Melton’s 
partner in the front court, Jacob Pooler, tallied seven points, while 
Ty Bennett scored six. Matt Fudge and eighth grade guard Corey 
Melton each added five, Zach Hutchison scored four, Marshall 
Shelley three, Noah Polston and Gabe Alfaro two apiece, and 
Cameron Lasley rounded out the scoring one with point. 


Lady Indians Take Two of Three at South Warren 
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Lady Indians 51 South Warren 45 

The Lady Indians were in post-holiday action over the weekend 
as they traveled to South Warren high school for three days of 
games featuring teams from across the area. In the First National 
Bank Holiday Bash Tournament opener, the Lady Indians matched 
up with tournament host South Warren, one of the top teams in the 
fourth region. In a game that was back-and-forth the entire way, the 
Lady Indians prevailed 51-45. 

“I think we surprised a few people,” said Head Coach James 
Turner. “A lot of people thought that, as the host team, and being as 
good as they are, that South Warren would win the whole thing.” 

The contest was close from the opening tip, as the two evenly- 
matched squads traded buckets virtually the entire way. The 
difference in this one was intensity and effort, as well as poise and 
execution down the stretch for the Lady Indians, who handled the 
pressure from a good team on their home court to extend the lead to 
six at the final horn. 

“It was a two or three point game the whole way,” Coach Turner 
explained. “We made some free throws down the stretch to seal it, 
and it was good to see the way we handled the ball and dealt with 
pressure late in the game.

In the Lady Indians’ second game of the tournament, they faced 
off with fellow fifth region foe North Hardin. The size and 
aggressiveness of the traditional 
region five power was too much 
for the Lady Indians, as they 
dropped the game 57-44. 

“I thought we played okay for 
most of the game,” Coach 
Turner said. “We looked tired 
and didn’t give our best effort 
early, but you have to give them 
credit for that. They took us out 
of what we wanted to do, and 
we didn’t respond to their 
physicality.” 

The teams battled for the lead 
early in the contest, but North 
Hardin garnered back-to-back 
buckets to extend their lead to 
eight points midway through the 
second quarter. The Lady 
Indians would buckle down and 
stop the run, however, 
preventing the lead from 
growing for much of the 
remainder of the game. 

With the ball and down seven 
points halfway through the 
fourth, the Lady Indians 
committed consecutive 

turnovers, failing to even get off 
a shot attempt, essentially 
sealing their fate against a team 
the caliber of North Hardin, 
losing 57-44.

against Owensboro Apollo on Saturday night. In another close 
game, Adair returned to their clutch ways, edging out their foe for a 
61-57 victory. 

“This was a good win for us in a close game against a good team. 
Apollo has played a tough schedule, and they’re better than their 
record would indicate,” Head Coach James Turner said. “This one 
was up and down, but we came away with the win.” 

After one quarter, the Lady Indians held to a three point lead, 
which they extended to five at the halftime intermission. In the third 
quarter, however, Adair struggled to find an offensive groove, 
coming out of the locker room with a bit of rust. After three, Apollo 
had not only pulled even, but had squeaked ahead, leading by five. 

Halfway through the fourth, however, a pair of Lady Indian 
baskets knotted the contest before regaining a small lead. From 
there, Adair won the free throw shooting contest, handling the 
aggressive Apollo defense and making them pay from the charity 
stripe, icing the 61-57 win. 

“I was proud of the way we were able to pull this one out,” Coach 
Turner said of the win. “We were down going into the fourth and 
fought back to get the win. We did a good job of handling the ball, 
and our free throws down the stretch helped us in this one.” 

Senior Kassidi Taylor and junior Harlee Smock each scored 19 
points to lead the Lady Indians. Brooklyn Coomer added eight 
points of her own, Alex Keltner had six and Beth Owens had five, 
as Adair’s starting five tallied 57 of their 61 points. 


How about that game on Saturday 
afternoon? The most heated college 
basketball rivalry on the planet (spare 
me the ESPN manufactured Duke/ 

Carolina talk) took another step 
forward as the clash of two styles 
yielded a 73-66 Cats victory, leaving 
the Cards without a signature win more 
than two months into the season. As I 
mentioned last week, however, the focus of these two programs 
has shifted towards March and April, and while the bragging 
rights are wonderful, the ultimate prize still lingers in the future. 

That said, the biggest sporting news of the weekend didn’t take 
place on Saturday. The NFL’s scheduling proved yet again why it 
is America’s favorite league, as playoff berths and seeding were 
up for grabs until the final whistle on Sunday night. 

Heading into Sunday, the Cowboys, Eagles, Bears, Packers, 
Steelers, Chargers and Cardinals all had a chance to make the 
playoffs. In a league with 12 playoff spots and 32 teams overall, 
seven squads with a mathematical shot at the postseason on the 
final day of the regular season is almost mindblowing. The NFL 
made the switch a few years ago to put these divisional matchups 
on the docket for Week 17, and the final Sunday of the season has 
delivered ever since. 

Adding to the brilliance and buzz around these last-minute 
showdowns is the impact that red-hot, yet barely qualifying teams 
have had on the postseason landscape. Just last year, the Baltimore 
Ravens caught fire at the end of the regular season, slipping into 
the playoffs and capturing a Super Bowl victory. In two previous 
years, the New York Giants followed the same format, taking 
coach Tom Coughlin from the hot seat to Disney World in a matter 
of weeks. 

So will we see more peak-at-the-right-time magic this year? 
The Eagles, Packers and Chargers all punched their playoff tickets 
yesterday, with the Packers snatching victory from the jaws of 
defeat in the final minute and the Chargers taking their only lead 
of the contest on a field goal in overtime to secure their spot. The 
Eagles topped the Cowboys at Jerry World, intercepting Kyle 
Rom—err, Orton, on the final drive to ice the two point win. 

The single biggest reason for renewed confidence in the 
Packers obviously lies with the return of Aaron Rodgers from a 
collarbone injury for the Week 17 matchup with Chicago. In what 
was essentially a play-in game, Rodgers tossed a TD to the also- 
returning Randall Cobb for the go-ahead score. With their 
franchise player and best playmaker each returning in time for the 
playoffs, the Packers have a shot to make another run at the 
Lombardi Trophy, even with a weak defense. 

The Eagles and Chargers, on the other hand, enter the playoffs 
without the winning pedigree of the Pack, and instead will focus 
on Chip Kelly’s zany offense and the competitive grit of Phillip 
Rivers, respectively, to make a run. While I doubt that many 
beyond their fanbases believe either franchise is a serious threat 
this year, we’ve seen too many teams catch lighting in a bottle as 
the season draws to a close to rule anyone out in the NFL playoffs. 

And that’s perhaps what is most impressive about what the NFL 
has been able to do. For a league that generates hype for its 
preseason competition, and that has its regular season discussed 
for the bulk of every sports talk radio show in the country, 
matching that level of anticipation and excitement should be 
almost impossible—but it’s not. 

Whereas folks that aren’t basketball junkies typically don’t start 
following college basketball until February or March, or the NBA 
until the playoffs, the NFL becomes the most talked about league 
in America several weeks before the first game actually kicks off. 
And unlike college football, that starts with a bang and fizzles 
with meaningless bowl games until the National Championship, 
the NFL finishes strong as well. 

I’m not exactly sure how they’ve managed it, although things 
like television coverage, advertisement dollars, the rise of 
gambling and fantasy football, and rule changes devised to create 
more offensive firepower have surely all contributed. Fans don’t 
even seem to care enough about those same rule changes 
effectively altering the very fabric of the sport to turn the games 
off, despite all of their public complaining. 

For whatever reason, the NFL is king right now, and has been 
for several years. Unless more drastic rule changes or gruesome 
injuries occur, that’s likely to remain the case for a long while as 
well. So while we’re all excited about college hoops ramping up 
or the college football bowl season, the reality is that the king is 
about to crown a new champion, and that’s where our eyes will be 
glued.

Dudgeon allegedly stole more 
than $11,000 worth of property 
from Westlake between 
December 2005 and June 2006. 

•Adair County’s Mr. Baseball, 
Joe Johnson, passed away at the 
age of 91. Johnson dedicated 
more than 50 years of his life to 
the community’s Little League 
program, helping found the 
organization in this area in the 
1950’s. 

“He’s the reason we have 
Little League in Adair County,” 
said Bill Aaron, who coached 
with Johnson for 13 years. “He 
spent a tremendous amount of 
time in the program, never got 
any pay for it, and wouldn’t 
have taken it if he was offered.” 


“He’d help anyone he could, 
no matter what,” Reliford’s son, 
Anthony, remembered. “He was 
just a great guy—bigger than 
life.” 

•The South Central Kentucky 
Outdoor Expo returned to 
Columbia for the fourth year in 
a row, improving on its already 
impressive success from the 
previous years to draw 
unparalleled attendance, vendors 
and fun. 

“From the comments we’ve 
had from everyone involved, 
this was the biggest and best 
event we’ve had in the four 
years of having it here,” said 
Expo chairman Terry Partin. “It 
was just a terrific showing all 
the way around.” 

•Lindsey Wilson College 
welcomed the class of 2017 — 
one of the largest incoming 
classes in the history of the 
school. 

“You are going to accomplish 
great things together and as 
individuals,” said LWC 
President William Luckey. “You 
will win national championships 
together; you will travel across 
the country together and to other 
countries as well; you will sing 
and act, make music together; 
you will serve in nursing homes,

•Westlake Regional Hospital 
Board of Trustees filed for 
Chapter 9 Reorganization. The 
Board also changed their name 
to the Adair County Public 
Hospital District Corporation 
Board of Trustees following the 
move, which allowed them to 
more freely maneuver the 
roughly $20 million debt facing 
the hospital. 

“We have a $20 million noose 
around our neck,” said board 
chairman Craig Pyles. “We 
came here to stop the bleeding 
and we have, now it’s time to 
erase the debt.” 

•A second former Westlake 
employee, Cinda L. Meyer, 57, 
was arrested and charged with 
eight separate counts of theft. 
Meyer was alleged to have acted 
in complicity with Betsy 
Dudgeon to take more than 
$11,000 of Westlake property 
funds. 

“It was kind of the same thing 
as with [Dudgeon],” Kentucky 
State Police Det. Scott 
Hammond said. 

•Dr. Jim Buckley, who was 
walking across the U.S. on a 
3,000-mile voyage from 
California to New York to 
promote family living and a 
relationship with God, made his 
way through Adair County, 
stopping at Columbia Christian 
Church. 

“I did this for two reasons,” 
Buckley explained. “One—I felt 
the calling was from God, and 
two—I have a tremendous heart 
for the family.” 

•Adair County Schools 
opened for the first day of the 
2013-14 school year, ushering in 
a new era with the newly-built 
Adair County Primary Center. 
Two old schools, Col. William 
Casey Elementary and John 
Adair Intermediate were closed, 
and a new grading system was 
implemented at the elementary 
school level. 

“I want the Adair County 
School District to be known for 
its excellence,” said 
Superintendent Alan Reed. “We 
are racing for the top and I know 
we’re going to get there.” 

•Local oil tycoon and star of 
television show Backyard Oil 
Jimmy Reliford passed away at 
the age of 62. 

In addition to his fame 
garnered from the oil business 
and television show, Reliford 
was well known locally for his 
personality and generosity. 


daycares and afterschool 
programs together; you will 
laugh, you will cry, you will 
grieve and you will celebrate 
together.” 

•Members of the Columbia 
Police Dept., Adair County 
Sheriff’s Dept., and the 
Columbia-Adair County EMS 
took part in a three-day first- 
response training program. The 
program, sponsored by the U.S. 
Civil Corps, served to educate 
Adair County’s first responders 
on tactics and protocol in case of 
disasters. 

“This is one of those 
situations we hope we’ll never 
have to fully benefit from, but 
we live in a world of 
uncertainties,” said Adair 
County Superintendent Alan 
Reed. “In the event that 
something horrible ever happens 
on our campus, we really 
depend on our first responders to 
protect our students.” 

•Following a seven-week 
investigation by Det. Tracey 
McCarol, four individuals were 
arrested in connection with the 
June robbery of Lee’s Famous 
Recipe. 

Robert “Deo” Woolridge, 26; 
Shaniqua Woolridge, 22; Shanna 
Skaggs, 26; and Kierra Maston, 
20, all of Columbia were 
arrested, with Deo Woolridge 
being charged with robbery — 
first degree, possession of a 
firearm by a convicted felon, 
and being a persistent felony 
offender—first degree; and the 
other three being charged with 
complicity to commit robbery— 
first degree. 

•The Adair County School 
Board voted to raise property 
taxes by two cents for every 
$100 of assessed property value. 
The increase moved the tax to 
50.1 cents, two cents higher than 
the minimum rate allowed by 
law, and was implemented in an 
effort to prevent the loss of more 
teaching jobs. 

September 

•The City of Columbia 
maintained an ad valorem tax 
rate for the year, remaining the 
same as last year’s rate. The 
2013 tax was $0.2625 per $100 
of assessed property value. 

“This tax is staying the same 
as it was last year,” said Mayor 
Mark Harris. “We’re not 
changing it or raising it.” 

•United States Sen. Rand Paul 
(R-Ky.) visited Columbia, 
participating in a community 


roundtable discussion at Lindsey 
Wilson College, explaining his 
stance on political issues and 
taking questions from those in 
attendance. 

•The Adair County Fiscal 
Court discussed the controversy 
surrounding their plans to use 
herbicides to rid county 
roadways of various weeds and 
brush. The Court ultimately 
decided to table the discussion 
until March, which is the 
beginning of spraying season. 

“We want to make it clear as a 
Court that we understand and 
appreciate these public 
concerns,” Judge-Executive 
Melton said. “It’s our 
responsibility to research these 
issues and make decisions that 
are best for the county.” 

The Fiscal Court also 
discussed the possibility of 
renovations geared toward 
increasing the energy efficiency 
of county buildings in order to 
reduce costs. The renovations, 
which would be performed by 
the Cincinnati-based Perfection 
Group, were agreed to be 
postponed until grant money for 
the project was gathered. 

•The Columbia-Adair County 
Economic Development 

Authority, Inc. hired a new 
recruiter to draw businesses to 
Adair County. 

The recruiter, Steve Garrett, 
will be paid $3,000 per month, 
with an additional $1,500 a 
month included into the contract 
for “travel, meals, and 
entertainment of prospect related 
activities.” 

“We’re really pleased to have 
Steve on board with us,” 
Executive Director for 

Economic Development Sue 
Stivers said. “He brings a lot to 
the table and has extensive 
experience in economic 

development.” 

•Kelsey Pyles, escorted by 
Cody Neat, was named the 2013 
Adair County High School 
Football Homecoming Queen. 
Pyles, representing FFA, 
captured the crown again for the 
organization, a tradition that 
stretches back into the 1970s. 

“I’ve been told that FFA has 
won every year since they 
started Football Homecoming, 
which would have been around 
1971,” said Adair County 
agriculture teacher and FFA 
sponsor Kirby Hancock. “I’ve 
been teaching here for 18 years 


and they’ve won every year I’ve 
been here, and they won every 
year I was a student here too.” 

•Westlake Regional Hospital 
approved a Community Health 
Needs Assessment from Ms. 
Marisa FitzGerald of the 
University of Kentucky. 

The assessment, designed to 
help the hospital identify and 
meet areas of need in the 
community, was approved 
unanimously by the board and 
contains checkpoints to be met 
over the course of the three-year 
process. 

“Our goal is to make it so that 
when we leave you, we don’t 
actually leave you,” FitzGerald 
explained of the guided plan to 
help Westlake achieve its target 
goals. 

•A former surgeon at 
Westlake Regional Hospital - 
Dr. Narayan Venguswamy and 
his wife, Jay - died in a plane 
crash just outside of Chicago. 

October 

•The Adair County Hospital 
District Board of Trustees 


approved a court-ordered tax 
rate of 10 cents per $100 of 
assessed property to help pay 
back the institutions incredible 
debt. The board estimated that 
the new tax would generate 
approx. $570,000 of additional 
annual revenue. 

“This is the thing that really 
starts to help,” board chairman 
Craig Pyles said. “There was no 
deal cut for this tax money. It’s 
all coming into the hospital. I 
think deep down we knew we’d 
need some type of tax revenue 
to help.” 

•At the October meeting of 
the Columbia City Council the 
council unanimously agreed to 
enter into contract with 
Municipal Revenue Solutions. 
The company will work with the 
city to identify revenue¬ 
generating possibilities to help 
remedy the $200,000 shortfall in 
the city’s budget. 

The City of Columbia will 
have to pay Municipal Revenue 
Solutions no more than $4,800 
for the services, and Lyle 
Cheatham - who delivered the 
presentation to the council on 
behalf of the company - said 
that he was confident that 
savings from the report will far 
outweigh the initial cost. 

The most probable revenue¬ 
generating scenario discussed at 
the meeting was the institution 
of a new occupational tax, 
although no action has yet to be 
taken in that direction. 

•Downtown Days on the 
Public Square drew the biggest 
crowd in its 10-year history. 
Country music artist Collin 
Raye headlined the 2013 edition 
of the event, and organizers 
were thrilled with participation 
and attendance. 

“I think it went great,” 
Downtown Days committee 
chairperson Rhonda Loy said. 
“The crowd was probably better 
than it has ever been.” 

•Test scores from the 2012-13 
school year were announced at 
the School Board’s monthly 
meeting. Adair County’s main 
areas of weakness were in 
reading and math, although there 
was some improvement from the 
2011-12 school year. 

“We pretty much have a gap 
everywhere,” Phyllis Curry told 
the board. “We’ve got some 
work to do on our gaps.” 

On a brighter note, Adair 
County’s graduation rate was up 


to almost 91 percent. 

“We were good in graduation 
[rates],” Curry said. 

•After a one-year hiatus, the 
Westlake Regional Hospital 
Health Fair returned to the 
institution. 

“This was a great return for 
the Health Fair after not having 
it last year,” hospital board vice- 
chairman Neal Gold said. “I 
know a lot of people missed it, 
and it was good to have it back.” 

•Unseasonably low 

temperatures, coupled with 
cloudy skies and rain provided 
quite a challenge for the 
organizers of the Third Annual 
Sparky’s Crusade Concert, but 
more than $1,000 was raised for 
the WHAS Crusade for 
Children. 

“The weather just killed us,” 
said Charlie Crawhorn, one of 
the event’s organizers. “The 
turnout was low, the lowest 
we’ve had, but we still got great 
donations. 

•An Adair County Grand Jury 
handed up an indictment 
charging a Columbia man - 33- 


year-old Michael Tucker -with 
attempted murder after Tucker 
allegedly opened fire with 
deadly intent into the residence 
of Edwin Wilber in August. 

Tucker was also charged with 
two counts of being a persistent 
felony offender - first degree, 
and one count of possession of a 
firearm by a convicted felon. 

•The Adair County High 
School marching band finished 
in second place in Class-AAA 
KMEA State Band 
Championships. 

“Our students tried really hard 
in the finals and had a lot of 
energy,” band director Tom Case 
commented. “This is a great 
group of kids - they’ve 
responded all season.” 

November 

•The 2014 election season 
officially kicked off as 
prospective candidates were 
allowed to file their candidacy. 

Several local offices are up 
for grabs in 2014, including: 
county judge-executive, sheriff, 
jailer, county court clerk, mayor, 
county coroner, and PVA as well 
as constable and magistrate 
positions. 

A complete list of candidates 
that have filed as of Dec. 30 can 
be found on page 4. 

•A houseboat fire at Holmes 
Bend Marina presented a unique 
challenge for the Columbia- 
Adair County Fire Dept., as 
trucks were not able to park 
close enough to the blaze to be 
of use, so firemen were forced to 
battle the inferno with a portable 
water pump hooked onto a 
pontoon. Despite the best efforts 
of 19 firemen, the boat - 
belonging to Tony Loy of 
Columbia -was a total loss. 

•Servicemen and women 
across the county were honored 
at a number of different 
programs for Veterans Day. 

Adair County High School, 
Lindsey Wilson College, and 
Columbia Wal-Mart each hosted 
a ceremony, with Lindsey and 
ACHS’ programs on their 
respective campuses, and Wal- 
Mart’s at the WFW building. 

•The Adair County School 
Board unveiled preliminary 
plans for a new vocational 
school. 

The school will teach health 
science and metal fabrication 
classes, and will be paid for 
almost entirely in grant money. 
The City of Columbia and 
County of Adair joined the effort 
to help land the grants, and the 
current plan is for the vo-tech 
school to open in time for the 
2014-15 school year. 

“Since I moved here in 1977 
it’s been, ‘Why can’t we have a 
vocational school?”’ 

Superintendent Alan Reed said. 
“Here it is. We’re going to be 
getting our students career 
ready.” 

•The Adair marching band 
tested their mettle against the 
top bands from across the 
country, competing in the Bands 
of America National 
Championships. The band 
turned in their best performance 
of the season in the semifinals, 
but came up 0.15 points short of 
a Class A National Title in the 
finals, settling for second place. 

“This was the most 
competitive BOA Grand 
National Event Eve ever 
attended,” Adair band director 
Tom Case said. 

•Almost 300 parents and 
students were at Adair County 
High School to talk to teachers 
and review students’ work at 
Adair Night Out. The program - 
the brainchild of student teacher 
Kasey Litzinger - surpassed 
everyone’s expectations in terms 
of attendance and participation, 
and principal Troy Young said 
that similar programs are in the 
school’s future. 

“We want the community to 
be involved in what’s going on 
up here,” Young remarked. 

December 

•Just three days into the final 
month of 2013, a young Adair 
County family’s home on Union 
Hill Lane was completely 
destroyed by fire. 

John Shehan, his wife, 
Tiffany, and their two young 
children were all asleep when 
the blaze erupted, and by the 
time any of them woke up, the 
house was nearly destroyed. 

“I heard an alarm going off so 
I got up and when I opened my 
bedroom door the fire and 
smoke just poured in 
immediately,” John said. “By 
the time we got the kids outside 
the windows were already 
exploding from the pressure. I 
didn’t even have time to put a

shirt on.” 

•Columbia native and Adair 
County High School graduate 
Steven Loy argued a case before 
the U.S. Supreme Court. The 
case, which is still pending, 
hopes to settle a debate about 
when companies can file false 
advertising lawsuits. 

“When you say those words - 
Mr. Chief Justice - I don’t think 
anybody can do that and not 
have some bit of nervousness 
run through them,” Loy said of 
the experience. “But I think we 
were well prepared and I 
thought we made some good 
arguments.” 

Loy is the first Columbia- 
raised attorney to ever argue 
before the country’s highest 
court. 



Kody Pelly 


•One of Columbia’s most 
beloved citizens, 23-year-old 
Kody Pelly, passed away as a 
result of various heart conditions 
he had battled since birth. As the 
news spread across the 
community the outpouring of 
sadness flooded both personal 
conversation and social media. 

“Facebook just exploded,” 
Kody’s mother, Kim Green 
Pelly, said. “I knew Kody had 
touched a lot of lives, but I had 
no idea how many. For a few 
days there, that’s all every post 
was. It did me so much good to 
read that.” 

•Frigid temperatures weren’t 
enough to keep people indoors 
for the 23rd annual Christmas in 
Columbia. The 2013 edition of 
the event was a rousing success, 
according to event organizers. 

The program - sponsored by 
the Columbia-Adair County 
Chamber of Commerce - 
featured two full days worth of 
events and activities for folks 
young and old, and the 
highlight, as usual, was Saturday 
night’s Christmas parade. 

“We didn’t have as many 
people standing out downtown 
as we normally do because of 
the weather, but people were in 
the cars to watch the parade,” 
Chamber director Sue Stivers 
said. “I think it was all a big 
success, despite the cold.” 

•Lindsey Wilson College 
graduated the largest winter 
class in its 110-year history. A 
total of 418 degrees were 
awarded at the college’s 98th 
ceremony, held before a crowd 
of more than 2,000 guests at 
Biggers Sports Center. 

•A one-vehicle crash on 
Liberty Road took the life of the 
driver, 23-year-old Rachel 
Edwards of Columbia. 

“By the time we got there, she 
appeared to be unresponsive,” 
investigating officer Deputy B.J. 
Bray said. 

The cause of the wreck is still 
under investigation, but human 
factors might have played a role. 

“We did find a cell phone 
beside her that had an unfinished 
and unsent text on it,” Adair 
County Sheriff Harrison Moss 
said. 

•More than one year after the 
initial robbery, a 63-year-old 
Tennessee man was charged 
with two counts of bank 
robbery, three counts of 
brandishing a firearm during a 
violent crime, and one count of 
carjacking stemming from the 
2012 robbery of United Citizens 
Bank. 

Eugene Earl Gentry may have 
not been caught, but a botched 
robbery in Campbellsville and 
subsequent chase and crash 
linked him to the crime in 
Columbia. 

•After a 90-minute executive 
session at the hospital board’s 
final monthly meeting of 2013, 
it was announced that board 
vice-chairman Neal Gold would 
be stepping down from his 
position on the board and would 
be hired as the hospital’s new 
CEO, at a yearly salary of 
$ 120 , 000 . 

Neither Gold nor the other 
board members offered any 
further comment on the matter.
